Announcement 

The  Louisville  College  of  Dentistry  announces  the 
opening  of  its  twenty-fifth  annual  session. 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  this  institution 
has  been  teaching  the  principles  and  practice  of  den- 
tistry, during  which  time  it  has  assisted  almost  a  thou- 
sand to  enter  the  profession,  most  of  whom  have  been 
successful  in  practice,  and  many  of  whom  have  become 
prominent  in  their  profession. 

From  the  first  this  school  assumed  a  high  place 
among  the  colleges  in  this  country,  and  has  always 
maintained  a  standard  of  excellence  which  has  kept  it 
in  the  forefront  of  institutions  devoted  to  the  teaching 
of  dentistry. 

In  twenty-five  years  the  teaching  of  dentistry,  and 
as  a  consequence  its  practice,  has  been  completely 
revolutionized.  A  graduate  of  twenty-five  years  ago, 
if  he  had  failed  to  progress  with  his  profession,  would 
now  be  a  total  stranger  to  it.  A  college  teaching  den- 
tistry now  as  it  was  taught  twenty-five  years  ago  would 
be  a  curiosity  not  to  be  conceived  of. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  marvelous  changes  and 
expansion  in  the  curriculum,  the  Louisville  College  of 
Dentistry,  several  years  ago,  erected  a  new  building 
embodying  all  the  features  of  a  model  dental  school, 
which  is  to-day  universally  pronounced  to  be  one  of 
the  most  perfectly  adapted  and  equipped  plants  of  its 
kind  in  existence. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
careful  thought  and  planning,  the  purpose  being  to 
arrange  the  various  subjects  in  the  most  logical  sequence 
and  in  such  manner  as  to  avoid  confusion  in  the  mind 
of  the  student. 

However  thorough  and  complete  a  man's  preliminary 
education  may  have  been,  a  course  in  modern  dentistry 
is  something  new  to  him,  and  to  present  it  in  a  hap- 
hazard sort  of  way  is  to  invite  disastrous  failure. 

The  Faculty  is  composed  of  experienced  men,  both 
in  practice  and  as  teachers.

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CLINIC 

The  successful  teaching  of  so  practical  a  profession 
as  dentistry  demands  that  ample  opportunity  be  pro- 
vided the  student  to  gain  actual  practice  and  experience 
in  all  operations  demanded  of  the  dentist,  hence  a  large 
clinic  is  indispensable. 

The  clinic  of  the  Louisville  College  of  Dentistry 
has  always  been  one  of  its  strongest  features,  and  it 
grows  larger  every  year  as  the  city  grows.  There  is 
more  clinical  material  coming  daily  to  the  college  than 
can  be  cared  for  conveniently. 

ITS  COLLATERAL  ADVANTAGES 

The  surgical  and  other  clinics  at  the  Medical  College 
and  at  the  City  Hospital  are  open  to  the  dental  students, 
where  cases  of  oral  diseases  are  frequently  operated 
on  by  the  surgeon  of  the  College  of  Dentistry. 

PRACTICAL  ADVANTAGES 

Senior  students  have  six  hours  of  practical  work 
every  school  day. 

Junior  students  are  admitted  to  the  infirmary  in 
November,  as  soon  as  they  have  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted their  Junior  technic  requirements. 

Clinics  are  held  daily,  Sunday  excepted,  and  six 
hours  each  day  are  given  over  absolutely  to  clinical 
work. 

Written  and  oral  examinations  are  required  of  all 
students  during  each  session  on  all  studies  of  their  re- 
spective years.  Mid-term  examinations  will  be  held  in 
all  studies  taught  in  college.  Other  examinations  on 
notice. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Extracts  from  the  Code  of  Rules  of  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Faculties: 

The  minimum  preliminary  educational  requirement 
of  colleges  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  certificate  of 
having  completed  an  accredited  high  school  course,  or 
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its  equivalent,  the  preliminary  examination  to  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 

That  ten  calendar  days'  grace  shall  be  permitted 
students  within  which  to  enter  after  commencement  of 
session. 

Students  who  have  completed  at  least  one  full  year 
in  a  dental  school  not  a  member  of  this  Association 
write  for  rule  governing  same. 

That  the  minimum  time  for  dental  teaching  required 
by  this  Association  to  qualify  students  for  examination 
for  graduation  shall  be  thirty-two  weeks  of  six  days 
each,  in  each  of  three  separate  academic  years. 

That  students  in  attendance  at  colleges  of  this  Asso- 
ciation are  required  to  obey  the  laws  regulating  the 
practice  of  dentistry  in  the  various  States,  and  failing 
to  do  this,  shall  not  be  again  received  into  any  of  the 
colleges  of  this  Association. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age;  must 
possess  an  acceptable  moral  character,  including  good 
deportment  while  a  student;  must  have  attended  three 
full  courses  of  not  less  than  thirty-two  teaching  weeks 
each,  in  separate  academic  years,  the  last  of  which 
must  have  been  in  this  college,  before  examination  for 
the  degree. 

Must  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  now 
in  force  or  hereafter  adopted  by  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Dental  Faculties  concerning  students  or  adopted 
by  this  college. 

Must  have  deposited  in  the  College  Museum  a  credit- 
able specimen  of  prosthesis,  made  in  the  college  labora- 
tory. 

Must  have  performed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  such 
operations  in  the  College  infirmary  as  have  been  re- 
quired of  him. 

Must  have  satisfied  all  laboratory  requirements. 

Must  have  passed  satisfactorily  all  written  and  oral 
examinations  in  all  branches. 
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Must  have  paid  all  indebtedness  to  the  College  and 
in  no  way  have  violated  any  of  its  rules. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year  a  student  having  ful- 
filled all  the  requirements  will  be  recommended  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery. 

MATRICULATION 

Students  desiring  to  matriculate  should  bring  any 
diplomas  or  credits  for  advanced  standing,  literary  or 
otherwise,  which  they  have. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to  submit  to  the 
Dean  of  the  College  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character  at  home.  Candidates  for  advanced  standing 
must  present  or  send   their  certificates   to  the   Dean. 

Matriculation  at  an  early  date  is  desirable  in  order  to 
secure  choice  seats  in  the  two  amphitheaters,  also  chairst 
rockers,  etc.,  as  all  assignments  are  made  according  to 
matriculation .  The  students  are  expected  to  occupy  the 
seats  assigned  to  them  throughout  the  term. 

Only  white  male  students  are  admitted  to  the  classes.
